This last year was a year of tremendous change. On February 26, 1990, 
Violeta Barrios de Chamorro, publisher of Nicaragua’s opposition newspaper, 
led a 14-part coalition to victory over Sandinista rule despite political inexperi- 
ence. On May 20, 1990, Romanians voted in their first free elections in 53 years. 
Interim President Ion Iliescu won in a landslide victory, but the two opposition 
candidates alleged numerous instances of election fraud. During a June, 1990 
summit, President Bush and Soviet President Mikhail S. Gorbachev signed a 
sheaf of agreements to cut arms. President Gorbechev said, “I think what is 
happening now . . . represents an event of momentous importance, not only for 
our two countries but for the world.” 

Change for the better wouldn’t last long though. In early August, Iraqi 
president, Saddam Hussein, invaded the tiny middle-eastern country of Kuwait. 
In that same month, the U.S. Army’s heaviest ground firepower reached Saudi 
Arabian soil. Shortly after, U.S. troops arrived in Saudi Arabia to defend the 
desert kingdom from a possible Iraqi attack. “There’s no doubt in my mind that 
we’ll succeed here if we have to,” said Col. Barry Willey. “Bring them on. We 
have the training and technology ... to take them out.” In mid-January of 
1991, the U.S. went to war with Iraq and won. 

In other events, the U.S. Senate rejected a constitutional amendment against 
flag burning. The Southern U.S. spent much of the Spring wringing itself out 
after weeks of flooding turned entire towns into muddy lakes. A previously 
little-known judge from New Hampshire, David Souter, became history’s 105th 
Supreme Court justice. And finally on October 3, 1990, Germany reunified for 
the first time since World War II. 




This portrait of Saddam Hussein shows a man with a 
strange duality: tough . yet fearful. As a poor orphan who 
rose to power through opportunism and brutality , his 
anti- Western views were shaped in childhood. Now. he is 
trying to deliver on his nationalist dreams for Iraq 
through his August invasion of neighboring Kuwait. 

The U.S. Army's heaviest ground firepower reached Saudi 
soil in August. Dozens of Ml- IP tanks and M2 Bradley 
armored infantry fighting vehicles, and scores more heavy 
support vehicles , rolled off two huge transport ships at a 
port in northeastern Saudi Arabia and made their way 
north into the desert. 
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After signing a sheaf of agreements between their respec- 
tive countries , President Bush and Soviet President 
Mikhail S. Gorbachev shake hands to end their June 
summit. Included in the agreement was a conditional 
trade accord, a cut in long-range nuclear arms, a ban on 
chemical arms production , and military cut-backs in 
Europe 

On June 26 the U.S. Senate rejected a constitutional 
amendment against the burning of the American Bag. The 
vote was 58-42 in favor, leaving it nine short of the 
required two thirds majority needed to approve amend- 
ments. Democratic leaders cited a limit on freedom of 
speech as reason not to pass the amendment.

As the events of the world keep happening, the faces that are involved in those 
events change also. Nelson Mandela, one of the world’s most celebrated political 
prisoners, was freed by the South African government in February, 1990 after 
27 years in prison. He then made a six-week tour of three continents. A legion 
of clipboard-toting counters sought out shelters, subways and steam grates in 
March, 1990 in the broadest attempt ever to find out the extent of homelessness 
in the U.S. On April 22, an estimated 200 million people all over the planet 
celebrated the 20th anniversary of Earth Day as activists pleaded for the rise of 
a new “conservation generation” to care for the fragile planet. 

On the lighter side, Rosanne Barr made her singing debut with a shrill 
rendition of the national anthem at a National League baseball double header. 
Nolan Ryan won his 300th game on July 31 against the Milwaukee Brewers. 
The Cincinnati Reds completed their improbable sweep of the Oakland 
Athletics on October 20. “Deutschland ist Weltmeister!” That was the prevalent 
scream among fans packed into Rome’s Olympic Stadium as the (West) 
Germany soccer team beat that of Argentina and won the World Cup. 
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On Earth Day in Washington, more than 100,000 people 
massed at the foot of the Capitol to work to motivate 
politicians and corporate leaders to environmental action. 
According to organizers, Earth Day was celebrated in 
more than 3,600 U.S. communities and in 140 other 
nations. 

Madonna kicked off her World Tour, “ Blonde Ambi- 
tion, ” with a seven-concert tour of Japan beginning in 
April, then came back to perform in the U S and on to 
more shows in Europe. Her controversial shows featured 
a series of accent and costume changes, reinventing herself 
with each change. 





World leaders welcomed a united Germany into the international community on October 3. In 
celebration, Germany held a nightlong nationwide celebration with fireworks and music. At the 
stroke of midnight, a giant German flag was raised in front of the battle-scarred Reichstag building 
in Berlin. The unification came 11 months after the Berlin Wall fell. 

German fans chanted and sang and screamed their pleasure on July 8 when (West) Germany 
dethroned Argentina and won the World Cup. Many Germans headed into central Rome to 
celebrate the victor y that came after the frustration of losses in the previous two World Cup finals, 
to Italy in 1982 and Argentina in 1986.
